At the airport, an 
employee told Carroll he 
had to stay by the convey¬ 
er belt because his bag was 
delayed, not lost. As he 
paced around the room, a 
federal customs officer 
told him he had to leave. 

Finally, an airport 
employee confirmed his 
bag — filled with guitar 
cables, a tuner, some CDs 
and his shoes — was lost. 

He was reunited with 
his luggage Wednesday 
morning, a day after his 
speech. Carroll doesn’t in¬ 
tend to mention the gaffe 
in his third instalment of 
the “United Breaks 
Guitars” trilogy, which is 
expected to hit the Web 
before the end of the year.

Doctors outraged by vaccine mixup 

H1N1 shots for liquor commission arrive at practice before shots for patients, staff

Several local doctors were 
fuming this week after 
H1N1 vaccine earmarked 
for Nova Scotia Liquor 
Store executives was deliv¬ 
ered before shots for doc¬ 
tors and pregnant women. 

Health officials say it was 
a misunderstanding that 
has been cleared up. 

Front-line workers and 
high-risk groups such as 
pregnant women and 
small children are sup¬ 


posed to be the first to re¬ 
ceive the swine flu vac¬ 
cine. Healthy Nova Sco¬ 
tians have been urged to 
wait two weeks. 

As of Tuesday, the 18 
family doctors at Family 
Practice Associates in Hali¬ 
fax had not received any 
vaccine for themselves or 
their 60,000 patients. 

They finally received a 
shipment mid-afternoon 
that day, but it wasn’t what 
they were expecting. Mor¬ 
ris Trager, one of the doc¬ 
tors in the group, is the 
corporate doctor for the 
NSLC and he had put in an 
order for the liquor com¬ 
mission head office. 

That order of about 80 


vaccines ar¬ 
rived in¬ 
stead — 
about 24 
hours be¬ 
fore the 
Family Prac¬ 
tice Associ- 
Dr. Robert ate group re- 
Strang ceived 1,400 

vaccines for 

its patients. 

“A number of people just 
went ballistic,” said Dr. An¬ 
drew Humphrey, a doctor 
with FPA. 

“The NSLC got their vac¬ 
cine while we’re here with 
people coughing and 
sneezing all around us.” 

The doctors ended up us¬ 
ing some of the NSLC vac¬ 


cine for themselves. 

Provincial health depart¬ 
ment officials said Thurs¬ 
day there was no preferen¬ 
tial treatment for liquor 
commission executives. 

Chief medical officer Dr. 
Robert Strang said Capital 
Health employees would 
have been doling out the 
vaccines to doctors with¬ 
out knowing whom they 
were intended for. 

Strang said he spoke 
with Trager late Thursday 
and clarified that Capital 
Health staff just send out 
the vaccine and it’s up to 
doctors to filter it from 
there. 

Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald said the whole

debut The doors of Halifax 
Regional Municipality’s 
first flu-assessment centre 
opened Thursday in an ef¬ 
fort to reduce the number 
of people flocking to doc¬ 
tors’ offices and emer¬ 
gency rooms with flu-like 
symptoms. 

According to Dr. Rick 
Gibson of the Capital Dis¬ 
trict Health Authority, 
family practitioners and 
hospitals have seen a 
marked increase in people 
suffering from the flu. 

“(The centre) is basically 
intended to supplement 
the services available in 
the family doctor’s offices 
and to offload emergency 
departments, which are 
seeing a rise in the number 
of people with flu-like ill¬ 
nesses,” he explained. 

Gibson attributed the in¬ 


crease partially to panic 
about the H1N1 pandemic. 

“Anybody whose got any 
viral illness, given the un¬ 
certainty, is running off to 


the doctor, running off to 
the emergency depart¬ 
ment, running off to wher¬ 
ever,” he said. “For the mo¬ 
ment, because of the de¬ 


mand, (the centre) is open 
and we can keep it open as 
long as it’s necessary.” 

The centre, located in 
the Maritime Hall at the 


Halifax Forum, is open dai¬ 
ly from 9:30 a.m. to 8:30 
p.m. People with flu-like 
symptoms can go to the 
centre to have their condi¬ 
tion evaluated by a nurse 
and, if necessary, a doctor. 

If their condition is not 
deemed to be serious, the 
nurse may simply advise 
the person to go home and 
rest. For more serious situ¬ 
ations, the doctor is on 
hand to diagnose and pre¬ 
scribe, and, if necessary, 
send the person to the 
emergency room. 

According to Gibson, an¬ 
other centre will be open¬ 
ing in Burnside soon, and 
more are possible should 
demand increase. 

Gibson, however, 

stressed the assessment 
centre is not providing the 
H1N1 vaccination. 

“We would like to em¬ 
phasize right off the bat 
that this is where people 
come when they’re sick,” 
Gibson said. “There will be 
no vaccine here, this is not 
where people come to get 
flu shots.”

illness The opening day of 
the flu-assessment centre 
at the Halifax Forum drew 
in people exhibiting vari¬ 
ous degrees of flu-like 
symptoms. 

“Body aches, fever, 
throwing up. Feeling like 
I’m going to die, basically,” 


Marty Hurd said before 
making his way into the 
clinic. “It’s probably the 
worst flu I’ve had in quite a 
while.” 

Hurd said he usually gets 
the flu once a year, but like 
many wants to make sure 
he isn’t suffering from 
H1N1. 

He was not pleased 
when informed the assess¬ 
ment centre is not telling 


people whether they have 
swine flu. 

“Is that right?,” Hurd 
replied when told the 
news by reporters. “I didn’t 
know that. I’m not sure 
what the point of it is, 
then. I guess I’ll just go 
home; I’m not dying or 
nothing.” 

Another woman, who 
asked not to be identified, 
said she was told to go 


home and rest. 

“They asked me all my 
symptoms,” she said. 
“(They told me) to go to 
bed, take Tylenol and keep 
warm.” 

The woman said through 
a protective mask her 
symptoms were similar to 
those common to swine 
flu, adding she was “very 
concerned.” 

But not all those visiting 


the assessment centre 
were sick. Another woman 
said she was there to “find 
out a little more detail, 
that’s all.” 

“Actually, about the 17th 
of October, I had some 
kind of flu,” she said. “It 
lasted, about three days — 
I felt kind of miserable ... I 
don’t know if that was the 
nasty flu or some other 
flu.”

Taylor Mitchell wouldn't have wanted animals killed: Mom

The mother of Taylor 
Mitchell, a young folk- 
singer who was killed by 
coyotes in Nova Scotia, 
says her daughter was a 
passionate environmental¬ 
ist who would have 
opposed the killing of the 
two animals responsible 
for the attack. 

Emily Mitchell of Toron¬ 
to issued a statement 
Thursday on the shocking 
death of her 19-year-old 
daughter in the Cape Bre¬ 
ton Highlands National 
Park. 

“When the decision had 
been made to kill the pack 
of coyotes, I clearly heard 
Taylor’s voice say, ‘Please 
don’t, this is their space,”’ 
Mitchell said. 

“She wouldn’t have 
wanted their demise, espe¬ 
cially as a result of her 
own.” 

Mitchell said media ac¬ 
counts of her daughter’s 
death noted that the young 
woman was hiking alone 
in the remote park Tues¬ 
day afternoon when she 
was mauled. 

She described her daugh¬ 


ter as “a seasoned natural¬ 
ist” who was experienced 
at wilderness camping. 

“She loved the woods 
and had a deep affinity for 
their beauty and serenity,” 
Mitchell said. “Tragically, it 
was her time to be taken 
from us so soon.” 

Taylor Mitchell was on a 
tour of Atlantic Canada 
when she went for a hike 


on the park’s popular Sky¬ 
line Trail. 

Two nearby hikers and a 
Parks Canada worker 
called 911 as Mitchell was 
being mauled and an 
RCMP officer arrived to 
shoot one of the animals, 
apparently wounding it. 
Both managed to flee. 

Mitchell was bleeding 
heavily from multiple bite

N.S. power takeover 
not likely: Estabrooks 

Law stops outsider from owning more than 25%

The NDP government is 
anxious about Quebec 
Hydro taking over New 
Brunswick Power, but say 
laws prevent a similar 
takeover in Nova Scotia. 

According to the Globe 
and Mail, Quebec Hydro is 
not satisfied with the $ 10- 
billion takeover and is eye¬ 
ing Nova Scotia Power as 
well. 

But Energy Minister Bill 
Estabrooks told reporters 
Thursday that likely can’t 
happen because the 1992 
Nova Scotia Power Privati¬ 
zation Act prevents a 
group outside of Nova Sco¬ 
tia from owning more than 
25 per cent of the utility. 


Estabrooks said the NDP 
would be wary of any 
takeover attempt.

Nova Scotians are still 
waiting an average of 23 
weeks for surgery and oth¬ 
er therapeutic treatments 
despite increased 
spending on health care, a 
new report says. 

According to the Fraser 
Institute’s annual report 
on hospital wait times, the 
time it takes for patients to 
get from their family doc¬ 


tor’s office to the operating 
room has not changed sub¬ 
stantially in the past 
decade. 

“Throwing more money 
at a fundamentally broken 
system will not solve the 
wait time problem,” 
Nadeem Esmail, Fraser In¬ 
stitute Director of Health 
System Performance Stud¬ 
ies, said in a release “It’s 
time for politicians of all 
political stripes to admit 
the current system is a fail¬ 
ure.” 


While Nova Scotia’s wait 
times are still some of the 
longest in the country, the 
figures have actually im¬ 
proved significantly since 
last year, when the median 
total wait time was closer 
to 28 weeks. 

Across Canada, total wait 
times averaged about 16.1 
weeks. Newfoundland and 
Labrador recorded the 
longest waits with an aver¬ 
age 27.3 weeks, and On¬ 
tario recorded the shortest 
at 12.5 weeks.

ting atrocities during the 
1994 Rwandan genocide, 
described as the worst pos¬ 
sible crime a human being 
can commit. 

In a historic case, Desire 
Munyaneza was sentenced 
Thursday to life imprison¬ 
ment without possibility of 
parole for 25 years. 

Quebec Superior Court 
Justice Andre Denis hand¬ 
ed down the sentence in a 
case international legal ob¬ 
servers followed closely be¬ 
cause of the implications it 
could have on similar pros¬ 
ecutions both here and 
abroad. 

He is the first person 
convicted under Canada’s 
Crimes Against Humanity 
and War Crimes Act, enact¬ 
ed in 2000. 

Munyaneza’s crimes in¬ 
cluded raping women, par¬ 


ticipating in the slaughter 
of hundreds inside a 
church, and using sticks to 
beat children tied in sacks. 

“The accused, an educat¬ 
ed man from a privileged 


background, chose to kill, 
rape and pillage in the 
name of his ethnic group’s 
supremacy,” Denis wrote 
in his judgment.

Delays have cost lives. 

That’s the Liberals’ mes¬ 
sage as they take the Harp¬ 
er government to task over 
its handling of the vaccine 
to fight the H1N1 influen¬ 
za virus (also known as 
swine flu). 

Liberal MP Bob Rae 
asked Health Minister 
Leona Aglulckaq if she real¬ 
ized people have died — 
and will die — because of 
delays in ordering and 
rolling out the vaccine. 

“Does she not under¬ 
stand that these delays 
have cost, and will cost, 
lives?” Rae said Thursday. 

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement answered the first 
two questions for 
Aglulckaq, telling the 
House of Commons that 
six million doses of vaccine 
were to be delivered by Fri¬ 
day. 


“By the end of next 
week, there will be an ad¬ 
ditional three million dos¬ 
es for a total of nine mil¬ 
lion doses for Canadians,” 
Clement said. 

But later, Rae again ac¬ 
cused the Tories of foot- 
dragging on the vaccine. 

“There are people who, 
unfortunately, have suc¬ 
cumbed to the disease,” he 
said. 

“I think it’s a reasonable 
thing to say that if they’d 
had the vaccine, it’s quite 
possible their lives could 
have been saved.” 

Thousands of Canadians 
have been vaccinated since 
Health Minister Leona 
Aglulckaq approved a new 
H1N1 vaccine late last 
week — after other coun¬ 
tries had begun vaccina¬ 
tions.

Premiers warn of monopoly 

Hydro-Quebec signs $5B agreement to purchase NB Power

Hydro-Quebec would get 
the majority of NB Power’s 
assets under a proposed 
agreement worth nearly 
$5 billion signed Thursday 
by New Brunswick 
Premier Shawn Graham 
and Quebec Premier Jean 
Charest. 

The premiers of Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland 
and Labrador have warned 
the deal would give Hydro- 
Quebec a monopoly that 
could hinder other power 
development in the region. 

But Graham says there 
will be opportunity for 
public debate before the 
closing date of the deal at 
the end of March 2010. 

According to the memo¬ 
randum of understanding, 
Hydro-Quebec would buy 
the assets for $4.75 billion 
— an amount equivalent 
to NB Power’s debt — giv¬ 
ing Quebec greater capaci¬ 
ty to export power to the 
United States. 

Those assets include 
transmission lines, offices 
and most generation facili¬ 
ties including the Point 
Lepreau nuclear power 
plant. 


“This agreement ... will 
also provide Quebec with a 
strategic geographic posi¬ 
tion with regards to the 
markets of Atlantic Canada 
and New England,” 
Charest said. 


Graham lauded the ben¬ 
efits it would bring to his 
province. “The elimination 
of NB Power’s massive debt 
will help us attain self-suf¬ 
ficiency and relieve our 
children and grandchil¬ 


dren of this burden,” he 
said. “Homeowners will 
see rates much lower than 
under the status quo, and 
we will now share Que¬ 
bec’s competitive industri¬ 
al rates.” the Canadian press

Radical's son 
held in Canada 

Windsor arrest follows shootout 


The son of the slain leader 
of a radical Detroit-area 
Islamic group was arrested 
in Canada on Thursday. 

His capture came a day 
after the FBI arrested sever¬ 
al members of the group 
and a raid at a suburban 
warehouse ended in gun¬ 
fire. 

The FBI asked for the 
public’s help in catching 
two of the 11 suspects in 
the case still at large. 

And they emphasized 
that the group, a faction of 
the radical U.S. Sunni 
Islamic group Ummah, 
held beliefs that were not 
at all representative of 
mainstream Islam. 

“Any Muslim who took a 
look at what these people 
believed would not recog¬ 


nize this as the Muslim 
faith,” said Andrew Arena, 
the head of the FBI in 
Detroit. 

The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police arrested 
Mujahid Carswell, the 
30-year-old son of slain 
group leader Luqman 
Ameen Abdullah, across 
the Detroit River in Wind¬ 
sor, where Carswell lived, 
the FBI said. 

Abdullah, 53, was killed 
during a shootout Wednes¬ 
day with federal agents. 

He was one of 11 people 
named in a criminal com¬ 
plaint. 

The charges included 
conspiracy to sell stolen 
goods and illegal posses¬ 
sion and sale of firearms.

Six men, 44 murder convictions 


Jury hands out guilty verdicts in biker gang massacre that stunned Canada 


Forty-four first-degree 
murder convictions were 
returned against six men 
Thursday over the 
bloody internal 
cleansing of a Canadian 
Bandidos chapter. 

Among the men was the 
outlaw biker who, the ju¬ 
ry heard, masterminded 
the massacre — Wayne 
Kellestine. 

Kellestine was found 
guilty of eight counts of 
first-degree murder after 
less than two days of jury 
deliberations in London, 
Ont. 

After all eight counts 
were read, Kellestine 
looked at lawyer Clay 
Powell and raised his eye¬ 
brows. 

Was Kellestine expect¬ 
ing the guilty verdicts? 

“I think he was,” Powell 
said outside the court. 

Eight men were shot 
dead and stuffed into four 
vehicles in southwestern 
Ontario in April, 2006. 

The bodies were found 
just kilometres away from 
Kellestine's farmhouse. 

During a six-month trial 
that heard from more 
than 70 witnesses, prose-

They found Dwight 
Mushey and ex-police offi¬ 
cer Michael Sandham 
guilty of eight counts of 
first-degree murder. 

Marcelo Aravena and 
Frank Mather were each 
found guilty of one count 
of manslaughter and sev¬ 
en counts of first-degree 
murder. 

Brett Gardiner was 
found guilty of two counts 
of manslaughter and six 
of first-degree murder.

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Slippery slope of the law 



ast week, David 
Scott Hammond 
and James Cory

_old twin brothers 

from New Glasgow — who 
were described in court as 
“fairly introverted” and 
“most un-streetwise” — 
were each sentenced to 
three months in jail for 
possessing child pornogra¬ 
phy. 

What makes their case 
interesting — and trou¬ 
bling — is that the images 
the young men were ac¬ 
cused of downloading onto 
their home computers 
were not photographs but 
drawings. 


You can argue that some¬ 
one who downloads photo¬ 
graphic images of children 
in sexual poses is guilty of 
possessing child pornogra¬ 
phy even if that person 
didn’t actually take the 
photographs. That’s be¬ 
cause it’s clear someone 
had to have exploited 
those children in order to 
produce the photos, and 
the person possessing the 
images indirectly con¬ 
tributes to their exploita¬ 
tion simply by creating a 
market for those peddling 
them. 

But drawings don’t in¬ 
volve real children. They 
are works of imagination. 

According to news re¬ 
ports from the trial, the 
seized images were “drawn 
in the Japanese style 
known as anime or man¬ 
ga.” While there are many 
variants of the style, the 
most popular highlight 
“exaggerated physical fea¬ 
tures such as large eyes, 


big hair and elongated 
limbs...” 

Such images are not — 
and are not intended to be 
— realistic depictions of 
the human form. 

We might not like what 
is going on in the heads of 
those who create — or 
view — such images, but is 
there any evidence any re¬ 
al children were exploited 
in their production? Or 
will be as a result of view¬ 
ing them? 

Crown attorney Craig 
Botterill claimed as much. 
“Every one of these images 
involves the victimization 
of children ... The victim¬ 
ization wouldn’t happen in 
the first place if there 
weren’t people there to 
look at this material.” 

Plenty of researchers 
would beg to differ. Dr. 
Michael C. Seto, for exam¬ 
ple, a Canadian psycholo¬ 
gist who teaches psychia¬ 
try at the Centre of Crimi¬ 
nology at the University of 


Toronto, argues convinc¬ 
ingly in a 2007 book on the 
subject that “not all sex of¬ 
fenders who target chil¬ 
dren are pedophiles, and 
not all pedophiles commit 
sexual offences.” 

Swiss researchers, who 
studied the criminal 
records of men charged 
with viewing child pornog¬ 
raphy on a U.S. website, re¬ 
cently concluded that “the 
motivation for consuming 
child pornography (proba¬ 
bly) differs from the moti¬ 
vation to physically assault 
minors.” 

Which means we prose¬ 
cuted these young New 
Glasgow men not necessar¬ 
ily for what they actually 
did — even indirectly — 
but for what they might 
have been thinking. 

And that is a slippery civ¬ 
il liberties slope.

Flu Outbreak 


As Canadians roll up their 
sleeves for the H1N1 vacci¬ 
nation, there will likely be 
a few faces in the long line¬ 
ups cringing at the 
thought of what’s to come 
— perhaps not the vaccine 
itself, but the delivery 
method. 

Needles have been 
known to elicit tears and 
even fainting episodes 
among those queasy, anx¬ 
ious or fearful about being 
pricked. And experts say 
festering thoughts of po¬ 
tential imminent pain 
from a shot could weigh 
on some people’s decisions 
about whether to get vacci¬ 
nated in the first place. 

“I think people may have 
concerns about vaccines 
for a variety of reasons, but 
pain and the actual fear of 
getting the injection is of¬ 
ten the barrier that pre¬ 
vents people from getting 


the vaccine,” said pediatric 
psychologist Christine 
Chambers, a Canada Re¬ 
search Chair in pain and 
child health, based at Dal- 
housie University and the 
IWK Health Centre. 

“Certainly people who 
are anxious in general are 
more likely to be fearful 
about other consequences 


and other side-effects that 
they see might be associat¬ 
ed with the vaccine.” 

Five to 10 per cent of 
people will admit to not 
getting vaccinated because 
of pain, said Anna Taddio, 
an adjunct scientist and 
pharmacist at Toronto’s 
Hospital for Sick Children. 

Chambers and Taddio 


say there are strategies 
that can help effectively re¬ 
duce pain as well as anxi¬ 
ety, particularly among 
young people. 

Chambers recommends 
parents purchase a topical 
anesthetic cream that can 
significantly reduce pain. 
Taddio suggests applying a 
numbing cream 30 min¬ 
utes beforehand — a 
cream that uses the same 
chemicals dentists use in 
patients’ mouths. 

For infants, breastfeed¬ 
ing during injections can 
help reduce pain. Distract¬ 
ing a child’s attention 
away from pain could in¬ 
clude talking to or giving 
small toys to babies and 
young kids, or bringing a 
small DVD player or iPod 
along. 

Taddio said it’s beneficial 
for children four and up to 
know about the needle be¬ 
forehand because explain¬ 
ing what’s going to happen 
will help to prepare them.

That’s because these can¬ 
dy-seekers have more to 
woriy about than ghosts 
and goblins. They need to 
avoid a different kind of

In Churchill — known as 
the polar bear capital of 
the world — Halloween 
falls smack in the 
middle of the 
busiest time for 
the iconic mam¬ 
mals. The bears 
are restlessly wan¬ 
dering around as 
they wait for cool¬ 
er temperatures so 
they can head out on¬ 
to the frozen winter ice. 

But Conservation, Parks 
Canada and RCMP officers 
have ensured everyone’s 
safety for the last 40 Hal¬ 
loweens and this year is no 
different. Thirty of them 
will encircle the town and 
keep an eye on youngsters 
going door to door.

While U.S. officials have 
said they believe Osama 
bin Laden and senior lieu¬ 
tenants have been hiding 
in the rugged terrain along 
the border with 
Afghanistan, Clinton’s un¬ 
usually blunt comments 
went further as she sug¬ 
gested that Pakistan's gov¬ 
ernment has done too lit¬ 
tle to act against al-Qaida’s 
top echelon. 

“I find it hard to believe 
that nobody in your gov¬ 
ernment knows where 
they are and couldn’t get 
them if they really wanted 
to,” Clinton told Pakistani 
journalists in Lahore. 
“Maybe that’s the case. 
Maybe they’re not gettable. 
I don’t know.” 

With the country reeling 
from Wednesday's devastat¬ 
ing bombing that killed at 
least 105 people in Pe¬ 
shawar, Clinton also en¬ 
gaged in an intense give- 
and-take with students at 
the Government College of 
Lahore. She insisted that in¬ 
action by the government 
would have ceded ground 
to terrorists. 

“If you want to see your 
territory shrink, that’s your 
choice,” she said, adding 
that she believed it would 
be a bad choice.

Passports possibly

Pakistani forces push into remote militant haven 


Pakistani soldiers battling

The passport included a 
tourist visa for Pakistan and 


a stamp indicating he'd ar¬ 
rived in the southern city of 
Karachi on Sept. 4, 2001. 

Another passport, from 
Spain, bears the name of 
Raquel Burgos Garcia. Span¬ 
ish media have reported 
that a woman with the 
same name is married to 
Amer Azizi, an alleged al- 
Qaida member from Moroc¬ 
co suspected in both the 
9/11 attacks and the Madrid 
train bombings in 2004. 

Her family in Madrid has 
had no news of her since 
2001, according to Spanish 
media. Her passport includ¬ 
ed visas to India and Iran, 
and the army displayed a 
Moroccan document with 
Burgos Garcia’s photo and 
other information. 

It was impossible to deter¬ 
mine whether the passports 
are genuine, and German 
and Spanish officials did not 
immediately respond to re¬ 
quests for comment.

German living in Brazil airport after being dumped 


A German man reportedly 
dumped by a Brazilian 
woman he met on the In¬ 
ternet has been living in 
an airport for 13 days and 
isn't saying when he will 
leave. 

The man, identified by 
authorities as Heinz 
Muller, is out of money, ac¬ 
cording to airport workers, 
some of whom bring him 
meals from the food court.

Canada’s slow climb out of 
a recession appears to be 
doing little to foster 
growth in the domestic 
job market so far. 

Statistics Canada says 
the number of non-farm 
jobs in the country fell by 
0.8 per cent in August 
from July, when it regis¬ 
tered an increase. The re¬ 
sults were pulled down by 


a drop in educational serv¬ 
ices jobs, though a lower 
number of hirings has 
been seen in many differ¬ 
ent sectors. 

The agency reported that 
more than 70 per cent of 
industries surveyed posted 
losses, the largest number 
since last Januaiy. Other 
recent economic reports 
also question whether 


Canada’s economy is 
poised for recovery this 
quarter.

originally meant to be. 
But while it’s true the 
Games have become, on 
occasion, an example of 
clubby excess, they do 
have a redeeming quality 
at their very foundation. 

The Olympics are de¬ 
signed to celebrate the po¬ 
tential of youth and 
demonstrate the possibili¬ 
ties for harmony and co¬ 
existence.

“It’s about having a mean¬ 
ingful goal, commitment 
to discipline, community 
and sportsmanship. These 
are all worthy values I 
would hope to impart to 
my children.” 

Now that’s why we 
should all embrace the 
flame. 

It’s because the torch 
represents hope that there 
is some goodness to be 
found when it reaches its 
destination in the Olympic 
city.

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Oscar hopes for MJ film

Michael Jackson’s This Is It 
comes too late in the year 
to be considered for a doc- 
umentaiy Oscar, but the 
film about the late King of 
Pop's preparations for a se¬ 
ries of comeback concerts 
could qualify for other Hol¬ 
lywood honours, including 
the Academy Award for 
best picture. 

The film, which opened 
around the globe Tuesday 
and Wednesday has al¬ 
ready earned rousing 
praise from fans and crit¬ 
ics, who say it restores 
Jackson’s reputation as a 
world-class entertainer. 

Director Kenny Ortega, a 
longtime Jackson collabo¬ 
rator who was overseeing 
his London concert come¬ 
back, crafted the nearly 
two-hour film from more 
than 100 hours of footage 
recorded during rehearsals 
for the London shows, 
which were to have begun 
in July. Jackson died June 
25 at age 50. 

“What we did here was 
focus on telling a good sto- 
ly and creating a film for 
the fans really enabling 
them to understand what 
Michael Jackson had 
dreamed for them,” Ortega 
said Wednesday. 


He added it was his 
hope “the audience for 
this film will grow and 
that as many people come 
to see it as possible be¬ 
cause I think that it’s a 
wonderful stoiy about a 
brilliant man... Awards, 
Oscars, that’s all great 
wishful thinking.” 

It may be more than 
wishful, said Steven Gay- 
dos, executive editor of the 
Hollywood trade paper Va¬ 
riety and a self-described 
cynic. With the Academy 
Awards best-picture slate 
expanded to 10 films this 
year rather than the tradi¬ 
tional five, “This Is It” 
could find itself among the 
contenders, he said. 

To qualify, the film must 
complete a seven-day run 
in Los Angeles County and 
filmmakers would need to 
“submit the proper paper¬ 
work,” said Leslie Unger, 
spokeswoman for the 
Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences, which 


puts on the Oscars. The 
movie could also be consid¬ 
ered in other categories 
such as sound, she said. 

Sony, which paid $60 
million for the global film 
rights, plans to keep This 
Is It in theatres for just 
over two weeks. 

The studio did not re¬ 
spond to an email seeking 
comment about whether it 
planned to submit the film 
in any of the Oscar cate¬ 
gories. 

Ortega, a veteran director, 
producer and choreogra¬ 
pher who counts TV’s High 
School Musical among his 
credits, could find himself 
in contention for a best-di- 
rector nod, Gaydos said. 

“He did a masterful job 
putting this whole thing 
together,” he said. 

Ortega says an Oscar nod 
would be a fitting recogni¬ 
tion of Jackson’s last work. 

“He deserves one,” he 
said. “Come on people.”

A s a general rule 
concert movies 
stink. Nothing 
can replace the 
experience of 
seeing a live band up-close- 
and-personal, the energy 
of the crowd or feeling the 
spray from flying fingers 
on a sweat soaked fret 
board. 

Often the only thing con¬ 
cert films have over a live 
show is the absence of a 
guy who looks like the Big 
Lebowski and smells like 
the inside of Cheech and 
Chong’s bong sitting in the 
seat next to you. 

This week the world gets 
a look at the greatest con¬ 
cert that never was, 
Michael Jackson’s re¬ 


hearsals for his comeback 
tour. Is This is It a great 
film? No, but like the best 
concert films it works be¬ 
cause it captures a time 
and performance that will 
never be duplicated. 

The best-known concert 
film, Woodstock, is also 
more than just a series of 
musical performances; it’s 
the movie that defined the 
hippie era. 

It’s a vivid document of 
that wild weekend 40 
years ago, so finely crafted 
it may be the next best 
thing to having been there. 
In fact, perhaps it’s better 
than the real thing, what 
with the hippie audience’s 
dubious affiliation to hy¬ 
giene and the lack of port¬ 
a-potties on site. 

Less known but just as 
electrifying is 1965’s The 
T.A.M.I. Show. It’s not as 
flashy as Woodstock — it 
was shot with TV cameras 
by a crew from The Steve 
Allen Show — but contains 
a show-stopping perform¬ 
ance that Rick Rubin says 
“maybe the single greatest 


rock & roll performance 
ever captured on film.” 

Simply put James Brown 
rocks the house. Writer 
Nelson George described 
Brown’s incredible “camel- 
wallcing, proto-moon- 


wallcing” as an “athletical¬ 
ly daring performance” 
and Prince is such a fan of 
the footage he has it play¬ 
ing on a loop on his office 
lobby television. 

If Woodstock and 


T.A.M.I. showed the fun, 
hip side of the 1960s, 
Gimme Shelter is the flip 
side. Shot during the last 
ten days of the Rolling 
Stones’ 1969 North Ameri¬ 
can tour and culminating

with the stabbing death of 
audience member Mered¬

Also worth a look are 
Sweet Toronto, a 1970 doc 
featuring John Lennon and 
the Plastic Ono Band, Ziggy 
Stardust and the Spiders 
from Mars, David Bowie’s 
July 3, 1973 “retirement” 
concert and Stop Making 
Sense, the Talking Heads 
live in Hollywood in 1983.

Filmmaker Robert Zemeck¬ 
is may have worked with 
the likes of Meryl Streep 
and Tom Hanks but the ac¬ 
tor who really bowled him 
over making his latest film 
was none other than Jim 
Carrey. 

“He’s pretty amazing,” 
said Zemeckis during a re¬ 
cent interview. “He works 
so incredibly hard and he 
never stops so you come 
away with hours of all-won- 
derftil, usable material. The 
hardest part that a film¬ 
maker has is deciding what 
not to put in (the film).” 

It’s perhaps even more 
to Carrey’s credit that Ze¬ 
meckis happened to hire 
the Canadian funnyman to 
portray no less than seven 
characters in the director’s 
re-telling of Charles Dick¬ 
ens’ holiday masterpiece, 
A Christmas Carol. 

“From day one, the idea 
was that if Jim was inter¬ 
ested in doing this, I think

he should play Scrooge not 
just at different ages but al¬ 
so the ghosts because I fig¬ 
ure when you’ve got an ac¬ 
tor whose as versatile as 
that, why not?” 

Besides, as the Oscar- 
winning director of Forrest 
Gump pointed out, versa¬ 
tility is of the utmost im¬ 
portance when creating as 
iconic a character as 
Ebenezer Scrooge. 

“It’s the whole game,” ex¬ 
plained Zemeckis. “The po¬ 
etry of screenwriting is char¬ 
acter and dialogue and the 
rest is just writing enough 
to trigger images in a direc¬ 
tor’s mind but I think the 
foundation — the glue if 
you will — of any movie is 
found in character.” 

However, A Christmas 


Carol adds a technical twist 
too. There are no sets and 
no costumes. Utilizing the 
same motion-capture wiz¬ 
ardry he crafted with 2004’s 


The Polar Express, Zemeck¬ 
is instead strapped Carrey 
with sensors that recorded 
his slightest motions. From 
there, the actor’s perform¬ 


ance is re-animated in the 
fantastical world of Dick¬ 
ens’ classic where Scrooge 
learns the lessons of his 
own discontent. 


“The whole story is won¬ 
derful because it repre¬ 
sents a very universal story 
of redemption,” said Ze¬ 
meckis.

Coco Avant Chanel is a 
prestige picture from 
France being trotted out 
for Oscar attention. The 
movie hits many of the 
Academy’s sweet spots: It’s 
a period piece, a biopic, 
and a movie about female 
independence. 

Awards attention is in¬ 
evitable but whether or not 
it is deserved is another 
matter. 

Coco Avant Chanel is a 
decent telling of the early 
days of fashion icon 
Gabrielle “Coco” Chanel. 

The film picks up with 
Coco in her 20s trying to 
become a singer in sleazy 
French nightclubs. Coco is 
determined not to fall into 
a life of servitude to a man, 
but sadly seems to have no 
alternative. She ends up 
living with an absurdly 
rich aristocrat and scoffs at 
his wasteful lifestyle. 

She starts wearing more 
masculine clothing to the 
chagrin of upper-class 
Parisians, who soon start 
copying her style. Then she 


falls in love with a hand¬ 
some young Englishman 
who she can never have. In 
the end, she chooses inde¬ 
pendence purely because 
she can’t be with the man 
she loves. 

This seems like an awk¬ 
ward way to present a char¬ 
acter that is supposed to be 
an early symbol of female 
independence. Coco de¬ 
cides to go out on her own 


purely because her two at¬ 
tempts at finding a male 
companion failed. 

This muddled message 
aside, the movie is gor¬ 
geously made. Director 
Anne Fontaine vividly recre¬ 
ates turn of the century 
France and gracefully spins 
her yam through painterly 
cinematography. 

Audrey Tautou excels as 
Coco.

sad-eyed handyman/doting 
father Arkin (Josh Stewart) 


returns under cover of 
nightfall for the (non-vio¬ 
lent) extraction of a dia¬ 
mond from the family safe 


when he realizes that — 
cue the ominous music — 
he isn’t alone in the house. 
It seems that the titular 


killer has gotten there 
first, and outfitted the 
premises with a series of 
booby traps whose Rube 
Goldbergian ridiculous¬ 
ness is exacerbated by the 
fact that, with his victims 
safely trussed, he seems to 
have no use for them in 
the first place.

Vehicles to become 
rolling Wi-Fi hotspots

It’s likely every single musi¬ 
cian has written a song, if 
not a whole album, about 


love. So after five records it 
was about time Tegan and 
Sara delved into the time- 
honoured subject. But 
these tunes aren’t coming 
from a happy place. 

“After we finished the 
last record we realized we 
were right around the age 
when our parents got di¬ 
vorced,” says Calgary- 
raised Tegan Quin. “We 
were five and they were 27 
— both of us at 27 ended 
long relationships. It was 
veiy similar to our par¬ 
ents.” 

Most people would find 
their parents’ divorce diffi¬ 
cult to discuss, but Quin’s 
surprisingly candid about 
that part of her of her life, 
and her own relationship 
troubles. 

“It’s almost like a 
death,” she says of her 
break up. “There’s also the 
disappointment in the 
idea of the societal impli¬ 
cations around a failure of 
a relationship. When do 
you become a weird spin¬ 
ster?” 

Some of these thoughts 
wind up on the duo’s new 
disc of infectious power 
pop tunes, but most of the 
tracks deal with the pain 
of a dissolving relation¬ 
ship — lies, deception, 
questioning and despair. 
It’s not very upbeat stuff. 

Still, Quin’s optimistic 
about her chances for ever 


lasting love. “Anyone can 
stay in one relationship. 
With practice and time 
you can spend whole life 
with someone and be satis¬ 
fied,” she says. “Maybe it’s 
less that there is the one 
or is this the one. We’re 
wired and chemically driv¬ 
en to find that again and 
again.” 

Even when a relation¬ 
ship sours, though, Tegan 
has her twin sister to fall 
back on and vice versa. 
They seem to play up a sib¬ 
ling rivalry in the press, 
but you can’t hole up in a 
New Orleans rehearsal 
space with someone and 
write music if you’re not 
extremely fond of them. 

“We just rented a space, 
just the two of us. We were 
literally in one room to¬ 
gether for five days,” Quin 
recalls. “It was good, but 
boring. It was like, your 
guitar sounds good, it’s my 
turn.” 

Those songs didn’t wind 
up on Sainthood, though 
Quin expects them to be 
released at some point 
down the road. It did 


mark the first time, she 
says, that her and her sis¬ 
ter wrote together. They 
kept that up when they 
started to lay down tracks 
for the new disc. 

“We’ve always done 
variations of what some 
people consider writing,” 
she explains. “But this 
record we actually sat 
down and wrote songs to¬ 
gether. We also wrote mu¬ 
sic that we sent to each 
other over e-mail to fin¬ 
ish.” 

Clearly, the sometimes- 
clashing sisters got a long 
well during Sainthood’s 
writing process. But, like 
any couple they fought. 
The difference between 
them and the relation¬ 
ships they write about, 
though, is that Tegan and 
Sara always get back to¬ 
gether. 

“Two or three times a 
year we scream at each 
other hysterically,” she 
says. “It feels safer when 
Sara and I are doing it 
though. No matter what 
happens one of us will 
have to come back.”

It’s never a good sign 
when a band’s frontman 
finds out that he’s no 
longer employed from 
watching TV. That’s what 
happened to Scott Stapp, 
lead singer of the seminal 
late ’90s rock band Creed. 

“Someone called and 
wanted to do an interview,” 
he says, about his band’s 
break up. “‘About what?’ I 
asked. The reporter told 
me to turn on the TV. 
That’s how I learned about 
it. Seeing it live.” 

It was a rude awakening 
for the gruff-voiced vocal¬ 
ist, but one he needed. At 
the time — the end of 2004 
— he was hooked on the 
anti-inflammatory drug 
Prednisone, which started 
affecting his life. 

“Long-term use of that 
stuff can make you tem¬ 
porarily insane, gain 
weight and become crazy,” 
he reveals. “And that’s 
what happened.” 

It took about two years 
until he finally cleaned 
himself up — though he 
was arrested in 2007 for ag¬ 
gravated assault — but it 
took even longer to repair 
the damage with his band- 
mates. 

Stapp hadn’t spoken to 


anyone in the group for 
four years. In 2008 mutual 
friends opened the lines of 
communication between 
the singer and his guitarist 
and long time friend Mark 
Tremonti. Eventually, 
Stapp met with Tremonti’s 
manager who arranged a 
meeting between the two. 
Soon enough they were 
writing together again. 

“He could see his friend 
was back,” says Stapp. “He 


could see it in my eyes. We 
said sorry, and within an 
hour we were on the couch 
sharing ideas and playing 
acoustic guitar.” 

Naturally, the songs that 
appear on Full Circle, the 
group’s first record since 
2001, deal with the inter¬ 
band turmoil and the 
struggles Stapp has had to 
overcome. 

“This album completely 
defines and describes the 


emotions of my journey 
from six years ago to to¬ 
day,” he explains. “To me 
the record is one big story.” 

While the group is still 
working out their issues 
(“it may never be how it 
used to be,” says Stapp.) 

It’s clear from the album 
that the band is rejuvenat¬ 
ed. They still stick to their 
Pearl Jam-lite formula — 
brash, meaty riffs, deep 
and growly vocals and soft

overwrought ballads — but 
the songs emit a passion 
that’s always lacked on 
their older material. 

Even Stapp can feel the 
difference. “There’s a more 
powerful delivery and a 
clear identity that reflects 
true nature of the band,” 
he says. 

Despite the stronger 
sound, it’s still unclear if 
the popularity they had 
pre-break up — they sold 
millions upon millions of 
albums — would stick with 
them today. So far they’ve 
had trouble selling tickets 
to some of their shows, 
and the buzz hasn’t been 
all that loud. But a new 
record could change that. 
Either way Stapp says he 
doesn’t care if the band’s 
selling power has waned. 

“We never had those ex¬ 
pectations before. We nev¬ 
er said let’s sell 30 million 
albums and we don’t now,” 
he says. “We just want to 
write the best album, top 
to bottom, we could. That’s 
why we’re a rock band.” 


Sting isn’t a religious man, 
but he says President 
Barack Obama might be a 
divine answer to the 
world’s problems. 

In an interview, he jokes 
that Obama was “sent 
from God,” but in a serious 
tone, he also said that Oba¬ 
ma was the best person to 
handle the world’s “mess.”

Simple recipes can change your life, explains TV chef Oliver

Jamie Oliver wants you 
to put down the take-out 
menus and toss the 
frozen enchiladas. 
Tonight, you're cooking 
dinner. 

“Learning to cook just a 
few simple recipes can 
change your life,” says the 
charming British 

chef/megabrand, who is 
so concerned with peo¬ 
ple’s poor eating habits 
that he’s started a full on 
campaign against Big 
Macs. 

“The sad truth is that if 
we survive on takeout 
food and ready meals, 
people are getting more 
unhealthy every year,” 
says Oliver. 

“Obesity, Diabetes. You 
name it. We are about to 
see the first generation of 
kids with shorter life 
spans than their parents, 
and it’s sad.” 

In addition to an up¬ 
coming Canadian and U.S. 
TV series, his new cook¬ 


book, Jamie Oliver’s Food 
Revolution, is stocked 
with easy-to-follow, 20- 
minute recipes and gor¬ 
geous step-by-step photog¬ 
raphy that even the most 
novice of chefs can follow. 

Check out his tips for 
the perfect omelet (be¬ 
low), but don’t be discour¬ 
aged if your first few at¬ 
tempts in the kitchen are 
disastrous. 

“As you start cooking, 
you get more confident 
and it gets easier and 
more fun,” assures 

Oliver. “Start with 
something really basic 
like pancakes. I guarantee 
when you’ve cracked pan¬ 
cakes — which doesn’t 
take long — you’ll be 
wanting to do other 
stuff.” 

But isn’t take-out cheap¬ 
er and easier? 

“I’m always amazed 
when people say they 
don’t cook because they 
haven’t got the time or 
haven’t got the money,” 
says Oliver. 

“I did a live show a few 
years ago and every night, 


I would telephone the lo¬ 
cal pizza place and order 
pizza. I would then make 
pizza, on stage, from 
scratch — I made the 
dough from flour and wa¬ 
ter and a bit of yeast — 
and by the time the pizza 
delivery arrived, I’d al¬ 
ready made mine and 
shared it with the audi¬ 
ence. 

“And mine was tastier 


and the ingredients were 
cheaper. So it’s simply 
about knowledge. That’s 
all it is.” 

So what does he suggest 
for your pantry? 

“I would say: extra vir¬ 
gin olive oil, dried pasta, 
Salt, pepper, and some 
tinned and frozen vegeta¬ 
bles — there’s nothing 
wrong with tinned toma¬ 
toes or frozen peas.” 


Jaime Oliver’s omelet recipe 


British chef and author Jamie 
Oliver thinks we should all 
know how to whip up a thing 
or two. He gets us started 
with a perfect omelet. 
“Omelets are tasty and super¬ 
quick to knock together,” he 
says. Here's his quick and easy 
recipe: 

Ingredients: 

• 2-3 large eggs, preferably 


free-range or organic 

• Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

• A pat of butter 

• A small handful of grated 
Cheddar cheese 

Directions 

• Crack the eggs into a mixing 
bowl with a pinch of salt and 
pepper. Beat well with a fork. 
Put a small frying pan on a 


low heat and let it get hot. 

Add a pat of butter. When the 
butter has melted and is bub¬ 
bling, add your eggs and 
move the pan around to 
spread them out evenly. 

When the omelet begins to 
cook and firm up, but still has 
a little raw egg on top, sprin¬ 
kle over the cheese (I 
sometimes grate mine directly 
on to the omelet). Using a 


spatula, 
ease 
around 
the edges 
of the 
omelet, 
then fold ii 
half. When it starts to turn 
golden brown underneath, re¬ 
move the pan from the heat 
and slide the omelet on to a 
plate. Serves one.

No school, no trust fund, 
Slumdog child stairs told 


The two child stars of 
Slumdog Millionaire are 
at risk of losing their 
monthly stipend and their 
trust fund if they don’t 
start attending school, a 
trustee for the fund said 
Thursday. 

Azharuddin Mohammed 
Ismail, 11, is only showing 
up at school 37 per cent of 
the time and Rubina Ali, 9, 
has only a 27 per cent at¬ 
tendance rate, the trustee 
said. 

“It’s pathetic,” said 
Noshir Dadrawala, who 
helps administer the Jai 
Ho trust established by the 
filmmakers to provide an 
education, living al¬ 
lowance and housing for 
the young stars, who grew 


up in Mumbai’s real-life 
slums. 

Dadrawala blamed the 
children’s busy schedule 
for their chronic truancy. 

“They are constantly go¬ 
ing to Paris and Cochin 
and Chennai,” he said. 
“That’s fine, but go over 
the weekend, not at the 
sacrifice of school.” 

He said the trust decided 
that if the children do not 
get their attendance above 
70 per cent they will lose 
their monthly stipend of 
about $120. If they fail to 
graduate, they will forfeit 
a lump sum payment set 
aside by the filmmakers to 
help the children, who 
grew up in one of Mum¬ 
bai’s more wretched 


slums, get a start in life. 

The filmmakers have de¬ 
clined to reveal the 
amount in the trust for 
fear of exposing the fami¬ 
lies to exploitation. 

Azhar’s mother, 

Shameen Ismail, said her 
son had been truant over 
the past two months be¬ 
cause he was inconsolable 
after his father died in 
September from tubercu¬ 
losis. 

“He would cry often, so I 
kept him home from 
school for a while,” she 
said. She promised his at¬ 
tendance would improve. 

“As long as I’m alive, I 
will make sure my son 
gets an education,” she

more time with his 7-year- 
old daughter. 

“I’m enjoying my second 
daughter in a way that I did¬ 
n’t get a chance to do the 
first time around,” Newton, 
67, said. “The decision that I 
make, whether or not to 
perform or retire, will pret¬ 
ty much be based on that.” 

Newton brought his sec¬ 
ond-grader home Wednes¬ 
day night before heading to 
the Tropicana for the open¬ 
ing night of his latest show, 
“Once Before I Go.” 

The show, which Newton 
says took two months to 
write, is presented as a live 
memoir of Newton’s life 
and his career, with never- 
before-shared insights from 
Newton about personal 
episodes along the way. 


“It’s challenging to keep 
it entertaining,” Newton 
said. “And that was my first 
prerequisite.” 

Wednesday night, New¬ 
ton told stories about Dean 
Martin failing to rehearse 
for a TV duet, Elvis Presley 
writing a note that inspired 
the lyrics for The Letter and 
Bobby Darin fighting a pub¬ 
lisher to let Newton record 
his signature tune Danlce 
Schoen. 

Newton told the crowd 
that it was tough for him to 
pick highlight songs from a 
career that includes 165 
records. 

“It would be impossible 
for me to pick songs from 
all of them even if I remem¬ 
bered them, which I don’t.”

Reunited and it feels so groovy 


Five years after their breakup, Phish returns 


Phish and crew bustle 
about Shoreline 
Amphitheater’s backstage 
area, a sprawling patio 
where memories linger of 
raging parties from 
bygone tours. 

Hours before a recent 
show, the scene is marked¬ 
ly different. Voices and 
footfalls carry across the 
expanse of empty picnic 
tables. A baby stroller clat¬ 
ters across wooden planks. 

As afternoon slants into 
evening, a ruckus finally 
kicks up: The clip-clop of a 
Ping-Pong game between 
Trey Anastasio and his 
teenage daughter. 

“Fifteen-love,” says the 
Phish guitarist. 

To understand why the 


touring jamband jugger¬ 
naut broke up for nearly 
four years — only to resur¬ 
face with a stunning depth 
of clarity in live perform¬ 
ance, its strongest album 
yet and an ambitious festi¬ 
val slated for this weekend 
— measure this family cen¬ 
tred serenity against the 
travelling party they left 
behind. 

“We used to have a lot of 
people hanging around, 
and it was a crazy scene 
backstage — CRAZY,” 
Anastasio says later. 

“I remember being here, 
a number of times, and 
you couldn’t get through. 
There were literally hun¬ 
dreds of people, all the 
time. Everywhere.” 


The scene was a symp¬ 
tom of a lifestyle the mem¬ 
bers of Phish knew 
they couldn’t sus¬ 
tain. So, after 20 
years on the road 
together, they | 
staged a farewell 
blowout in Coven¬ 
try, Vt., in 2004. 

It began with 
freakish downpour and 
ended with the emotional¬ 
ly shattered band strug¬ 
gling to say goodbye. More 
than four years after the 
split, Phish roared back to 
life in March with an elec¬ 
trifying three-night re¬ 
union stint in Hampton, 
Va., followed up with a 
summer tour full of boot¬ 
leg-worthy shows. 



Their new album, Joy, re¬ 
leased last month, was crit¬ 
ically lauded for its 
musical and lyrical 
maturity and re¬ 
freshed, live- 
show inspired 
sound. 

And today, 
Phish completes 
its comeback victory 
lap with the kickoff of Fes¬ 
tival 8, a three-night 
marathon of sets in Indio, 
Calif. A fall tour will fol¬ 
low.

INGREDIENTS: 

4 salmon fillets (about 6 
oz/170 geach) 

2 cups (500 mL) milk 

1 cup (250 mL) finely 
chopped pecans 

1/2 cup (125 mL) all¬ 
purpose flour 
1/4 cup (50 mL) packed 
brown sugar 

2 tsp (10 mL) seasoned salt 

2 tsp (10 mL) pepper 

3 tbsp (45 mL) canola oil 

METHOD: 

1. Place salmon fillets in 
large resealable plastic 
bag; add milk. Seal bag 
and turn to coat. Let stand 
10 minutes; drain. 

2. Meanwhile, in shallow 
bowl, combine pecans, 
flour, brown sugar, 


seasoned salt and pepper. 
Coat fillets with pecan 
mixture, gently pressing 
into fish. 

3. In large skillet, brown 
salmon in oil over 
medium-high heat. Trans¬ 
fer to 15-in. x 10-in. x 1-in. 
(38 cm x 25 cm x 2.5 cm) 
baking pan coated with 
nonstick cooking spray. 
Bake at 400°F (200°C) 8-10 
minutes or until fish 
flakes easily with fork.
